"Only 18 years ago that thsBebellion 
closed," said an old army offioer to 
me the other day, "but the Generals 
of the war are fast going oat o: 
sight." Then he went on to say 
"Meade, Thomas, Hooker, Qarfield, 
liijjpatriok, Burnside and Halleokare 
dead. The nest few years will see 
that list lengthened. General Grant 
is well on toward 70. He conies to 
Washington often, and walka quietly 
about the streets, with hia cigar in 
his month, better drassed than when 
he was President, and looking as i 
life agreed with him. Sherman is 
6i, and he looks older, but the 
family is hardy, and he is likely to 
see 1900. The youngest of all tho 
great leaders is Sheridan, now to 
command the army, and he ia bu 
51. Sheridan was a Major-Gen era! 
at 30. Pitz-John Porter appears here 
every 
Winter, 
white-haired and 


broken in frame—a little old gentle 
man, who looks back to twenty years 
of disgrace. 
His old commander 


McOlellan, now a rotund man, with 
bending shoulders, has not changed 
muoh of late. Ha is rich, and enter 
tains well in his New York City 
home, but the activity of his life is 
over.

Looking over some old papers in 


the Pension Office, the other day, 
the difference between the old-time 
and present methods cf granting aid 
to soldiers became very noticeable . 
Now, almost any soldier easily or > 
tains relief; then it was a matter i) i- 
volving the clearest proofs. Ia »oj ae 


cases even abject poverty seemed 
necessary before the Government in- 
terposed to give relief. One case, 
from the long correspondence and 
interesting character of the claimant, 
is a sample of many. The papers 
are very voluminous. They begin in 
1819, when Colonel Paul Dudley 
Sargent, of Sullivan, Me., asked for 
a pension. His memorial showed 
that in 1772 he lived in Glouceater, 
Mass.', where he organized a body of 
minutemen. From his forwardness 
in the independent cause he was 
blacklisted and compelled to flee to 
Amhorst, N. H. Here he organized 
a regiment of militia, and so ready 
was be that, before daylight on April 
19th, 1775, he was on his way to Con- 
nord with his command, which after- 
ward became a part of Washington's 
armyr .and ,^aa_ .the first body of 
troops - to eater Boston after the 
evacuation the next March. Here he 
fitted out the first privateers of the 
Revolution. It carried nine guns 
and took several prizes, with the pro- 
ceeds of which Sargent paid his 
troops out of his own pocket. In 
June he marched to New York, was 
in all the battles there, so that his 
regiment was reduced from 727 men 
to 197. He took part in the battle of 
Trenton, and soon after »esigned his 
commission for ill health, but kept 
on fitting out privateers, of which he 
sent 


TOBTY-BEVEN SAIL TO SEA, 


In later years his property was 


lost by misfortunes, and fct the time 
spoken of he was reduced to poverty, 
hviLg upoD the scant proceeds of a 
ferry at Sulliv&n, tbe sole use of 
which had been granted by the conn 
ty. The pension was granted at first 
but was taken away, on the score 
that he was riolj. He made an in- 
dignant protest, and filed an inven- 
tory at the War Department, by 
which it appeared that he W»B worth 
$1270, every little item of household 
furniture appearing scrupulously in 
the schedule. The pension was re- 
fused although ample testimony was 
shown that the old veteran, now 76 
years old, owed about $2000. 
In 


1823 he made another effort. 
His 


terry had been suf.erceded by u 
bridge, his occupation was gone, and 
tbe schedules annexed to his inven 
tory showed thatJhe scanty properly 
had diminished to £255, of whioh 
tf200 represented the tumble down 
bouse in which be lived, with bis 
wife, three maiden daughters and a 
grand-daughter. His letter to John 
C. Calhoun, the Secretary of War, 
was most pathetic, and re-inforced 
by the testimony of judges of vari- 
ous courts, to his deserving conrii 
tionr and of creditors to debts ten 
times tha value of his home. Still 
nothing was done. The hand writ 
ing oi" the correspondence showed 
the growing infiiinities of Colonel 
Sargent, who in 1826 sent in trem- 
bling characters "the third and last 
schedule to be made by Paul Dudley 
Sargent, a colonel in t^e revolution- 
ary war. I have not anj* property, 
nor any income whatever. The fact 
is, I have been living for four years 
on charity and the sale of my lurni ? 
ture, whioh is now entirely fc'Wie.' 
At last, convinced that ho was n< t 
too rich to be pensioned, at the a.ge 
of 81 yeais, and alter he had waite/1 
in bitter distress so long, the officials 
granted him 820 a m< nti',but IO3 late 
to be of much good, for be died soon 
after. That is the record of the pen 
sion given so grudgingly, and with- 
held illegally from the man who led 
the first New Hampshire iroops to 
Concord, fitted out the first privateer, 
and gave all his private nvans with- 
out stint to the cause ol independ- 
ence. It is ia striking contrast to 
the prodigal bounty now shown IB 
dealing with the yet young survivors 
of the late war.—Boston Advertis<"J

A New Poiut in the Salary law. 


The 
expense incurred by Washoe 


county in the Combs trial aa ascertained 
by the Board of County Commissioners 
and which will be presented to Ormsby 
county for payment, amounts to $1,- 
135 75. The only item in the account 
to which there is likely to be any ob- 
jection oil the 'part 'of Ormsby 'ia that 
wherein fees are charged for the set 
vices of tho Wnshoe county officers. 
It 


is understood that the District Attorney 
of Ormsby, and possibly the Commis- 
sioners, may object to the payment of 
that portion of 'the bill on the grouuJ 
that the officers are working uudur a 
salary which would have been paid by 
Washoe whether this service had beec 
performed or not. The position is cer- 
tainly untenable, and after u little re- 
flection the Ormsby county authorities 
will hardly insist upon it. 
The salary 


law has nothing whatever to do with 
the fee bill. The fee bill is as much 
in force to-day as it was before the 
salary Act was passed, with thin differ- 
ence: before the adoption of the salary 
law officers were at liberty to collect 
fees or not, but the salary law changed 
this and made it the duty of :ill officers 
named in ttio Act to "collect uud safely 
keep all fees, pementages, and com- 
pensations of whatsoaver nature and 
kind allowed them by law for services 
rendered by them or their deputies," 
and on the first Monday in each month 
to pay the same to the County Treas- 
urer. 


Under the old fee system the officers 


took chances on collecting fees to pay 
for their services, whereas under the 
salary law the county guarantees a stip- 
ulated salary and takes chances on col- 
lecting fees to pay it. The only service 
performed by an officer for which he is 
not 
entitled to, 
uor required 
to 


collect fees, is for services performed 
for his county. So far as the present 
cnss is concerned, 
Ormsby 
county 


stands iu the position of nn individual, 
and must be expected to pay for all 
services asked for and received, with 
perhaps this difference: had the work 
been performed for an individual the 
officers would have been compelled to 
collect their fees in advance, while in 
this case they are excused for not doing 
so.

AISYliCM - MATTERS. 


Cliaiir.es of a SeriouB Character 


Preferred. 


Dr. H. Bergstelo, late of the Ne- 


vada Insane Asylum, placed the 
following charges before the Board 
of Insape Commissioners, at Carson, 
Tuesday: 
To the Honorable, t/ie Board of 


Commissioners for the care of the 
Indigent Insane of the State of 
Nevada—Gentlemen; 
Believing it to be the duty of 
every citizen who may become cos- 
nizunt of the mismanagement of 
any State institution, or of the 
abuse of any of the unfortunate 
wards of the State, to place the 
facts before the proper authorities, 
that the wrong* and abuses may be 
corrected, I desire to place the fol- 
lowing charges against tho Super- 
intendent of the Nevada Insane 
Asylum before your honorable body 
for investigation: First, That 'he 
is utterly unfitted for the position 
that he occupies, by reason of the 
fact that he appears utterly Ignorant 
of the modern, ideas for the uare and 
treatment of insane persons; his 
Idea of an asylum bcinjr. rather that 
of a prison with wrought iron cells 
and barbed wire fVnciiiK to lacerate 
the flesh of such insane persons as 
might make an effort to escape 
by scaling Jlie yard fence, and gag- 
ging sued patients as u'-ed vulgar 
language, etc. Second, That ho 
has no business qualifications, and 
by reason of such laekuf knowledge 
the funds devoted to tlie improve- 
ment of the asylum and the care of 
its ii^mates, 
have 
been 
partly 


squandered. Third, That he has 
been guilty of malfeasance in office, 
having converted the property of 
the fcState to his own use. Fourth, 
That he has, and now employs per- 
sons in various capacities m and 
about the asylum, whom lie has de- 
clared to be, and who are unfitted 
to be employes of that institution. 
Fifth, That the patients during his 
administration, have been barbar- 
ously, cruelly and inhumanely 
treated, and that such treatment 
was encouraged by the words and 
acts of the tiupciiiitendeut; and it 
was for the reason set forth iu this 
charge, that I, on the 20tli day of 
last July, resigned the position held 
by me at the asylum; and It was 
only on the positive promise of Dr. 
Bishop (given in the presenceof two 
of the leading citizens of Reno), 
that the wrongs complained of 
should be corrected, that I rfassumed 
my position. Bixth,-That he lacks 
administrative ability, and by rea- 
son of a lack of discipline, the lives 
of th,e inmates of the asylum are in 
danger. And by reason of these 
acts and shortcomings of the Super- 
intendent of the Nevada Insane 
Asylum, the noble charity to which 
these funds of the people have been 
devoted, utterly fail to accomplish 
the results desired. All of which is 
respectfully submitted, 
H. BEROSTEIN.
